Comanche County Schools will 
received State and Industrial Aid 
for the present session in the 
amount of $23,972.00, showing an 
increase of $1,437.00 over last year 
according to County Superinten­ 
dent B. Ray McCorkle. 
The Comyn School received the 
heaviest appropriation, the total 
grant for th at school being $3,855. 
The smallest am ount was allotted 
to Downing, $118.00. 
Neither Comanche nor De Leon 
were included in the grant, as 
the aid is not given schools hav­ 
ing more than 500 scholastics.
